something. 

Others see in Christmas the festi- 
val of childhood. The Infant Jesus 
has inspired many pictures and some 
poetry. This sentiment is also 
Christian as far asit goes. One of tne 
great difficulties which the Christian 
religion has made is that it has creat- 
ed a néw attitude toward children, It 
has made parents the natural pro- 
,tectors instead of the owners of them. 
In the old world the exposure of in- 
{fants was @ very common thing (as 
Is is' said to be in China today) and 
| was not regarded as in the least 
reprehensible. 
| But both these views are only 
superficial, Neither the idea of social 
,charity nor the claim of helpless in- 
' fancy exahusts the meaning of the 
day. Christmas is—it is almost a 
Platitude to say so—the festival oi 
the Incarnation. It commemorates 
the fact that “The word was made 
flesh”; that is to say, that God has 
really entereg.once for all into human 
life, For venturies before, man had 
been learning to think of God as act- 
ing in or upon the world. In heathen 
thought divine intervention in human 
affairs was fitful, capricious and 
arbitrary.- It was sometimes in- 
spired by motives which could not be 
defended. Possibly this was in part 
an outcome of polytheiam; that is, of 
belief in a number of divine person- 

, ages of approximately equal power 
‘whose wills were often in conflict. 

But whatever the limitations within 
it took place, it was real ‘atareensl 
tion. Except in the philosophy of Epi- 
curus, which was next door to athe- 
ism, pagan divinities did not neglect 
this world, but they acted upon it
